RECORD CROP OF KUDZU 


SEED EXPECTED IN FALL 


AUBURN, Ala.— With pros- 
pects this fall for Alabama’s larg’ 
est kudzu seed crop, farmers are 
being urged to save every seed 
possible. 

Kudzu growing in fields, along 
roads, and around the house should 
furnish seed to produce enough 
plants to cover thousands of 


lacres, Farmers should now locate 


kudzu plants that are blooming 
and plan to save seed when they 
are fully matured, says S. R. 
Doughty, extension soil conserva- 
tionist. One pound of seed which 
will probably sell for over $1, 
should produce 2,000 to 6,000 
plants. Six pounds of pods yield 
round one pound of seed. 

Doughty points out the great 
need fer kudzu on every farm in 
the state and tells of its impor- 
tance as a livestock feed and as 
a soil-building and erosion-resist- 
ing’ crop.

This year no whole cottonseed 
should be fed. The Government 
needs the oil in the war efort.

THE SAME FOR COMING YEAar 

MONTGOMERY, Ala, Sept, 14 

Hunting seasons for 1942-43, 
announced by Conservation Direc- 
tor Albert W. Gill and Game Chief 
Ben C, Morgan and approved by 
the State Conservation Advisory 
Board, are essentially the same as 
those in effect last year, One mi- 
ror change was made, the closing 
of Butler County to deer and tur- 
key hunting. 

Opening and closing days nam- 
ed in the seasons below are shoot- 
ing days: 


Quail—Decamnber 1 - February 
20; daily bag limit 12; possession 
limit 12, except by spedial per- 


mit of the Department of Conser- 
vation. 

Deer—Noy, 20-Jan. 1; pronged 
antlered bucks only; daily bag 
limit 1: season limit 3; same coun- 
ties as last year with the excep- 
tion of Butler County. 

Turkey Noy. 20-Jan, 1 and 
March 20-April 15; gobblers only; 
daily bag limit 1; season limit, 5 
for the entire season; same coun- 
ties as last year with the excep- 


tion of Butler County. 
Squirrel—North of U. S. High- 
way 80, Oct. 1-Jan. 1; South of

15; daily bag limit 10. 
O'possum and raccoon—Oct. 1-

JUDAH: AN EXAMPLE OF 
SELF-SACRIFICE 
LESSON TEXT—Genesis 44;18-34, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Hereby perceive we 
the love of God, because he laid down 
his life for us: and we ought to lay 


down our lives for the brethren.—I John 
3:16, 


The family is still the fundamental 
unit of society, and is therefore of 
more importance than the church, 
the state, or the social order of 
which it is a vital part. Every force 
which encourages the breakdown of 
the sacred relationships of the home 
and family is set for the destruction 
of society itself. 

Men have too often chosen to go 
the way of the flesh, and theref6re 
they have disregarded God's plan 
arid purpose. But marriage is just 
as sacred as ever in His sight; the 
home is to be kept for Him; and 
brotherly love still finds a high place 
among the virtues of real men. 

Today’s lesson is a continuation of 
the story of Joseph's life. As we 
study it we must bear in mind Jos- 
eph's dealings with his brethren, 
who as yet did not recognize him 
as the one they had sold into cap- 
tivity. He was bringing them kind. 
ly but definitely to the point of real 
repentance, so that he could sliow 
himself gracious to them, 

To do so he had brought disaster 
upon them. Being happily on their 
way homeward with a new supply 
of food, they were overtaken and 
proved to be thieves, and Benja- 
min, the beloved of their father Ja- 
cob, stood condemned by their own 
words, to death. 

In that crisis the mouths of the 
others seemed closed, but Judah, 
who had really saved Joseph's life 
(Gen. 37:26, 27) and who had ap- 
parently come to himself as a man 
of essential goodness, pleaded for 
Benjamin’s life. That plea present- 
ed a truly sacrificial brotherly love, 
as he manifésted 

I. Courage (v. 18). 

Easy rests the yoke of family life 
as long as all is joyful and prosper- 
ous. But when adversity strikes, 
when sorrow comes, or sickness, or 
sin,“ then the true test of devotion 
is at hand. 

It was a brave and manly thing 
for Judah to stand before the one 
whom he knew only as the man 
who was “even as Pharaoh.” The 
circumstances were all against him. 
He expected the flaming anger of 
the offended ruler. His brethren 
had collapsed in despair. It was one 
of those dark hours which come to 
every family when someone must 
demonstrate true love by being 
strong-hearted and steady. 

Il, Intelligence (vv. 19-29). 

Crises call for more than a cheer- 
ful smile or an encouraging word, 
much as they may mean in such an 
hour, We must be prepared‘ by our 
close contact with our loved ones to 
speak and act with vigor and as- 
surance, 

Judah’s plea is « masterpiece of 
argumentation and appeal, demon- 
strating that he was not only well- 
informed about his family and its 
problems, but ready to use his 
knowledge skillfully and effectively. 

Il. Self-Denial (vy. 30-33). 

One step deeper goes the devotion 
of this man to his father and his 
brother. He had done no wrong that 
merited punishment, but evidently 


guilty. Had he been of the spirit of 
Cain he would have said, “Am I 
my brother's keeper?”’ and let him 
answer for himself. Why should Ju- 
dah suffer for another? Why should 
he allow himself to be imprisoned in 
a strange land to save his father 
from sorrow and his brother from 
what seemed to be the just reward 
for his deeds? 

Thus reasons the man of the 
world, but such is not the language 
ef the true brother, who says, ‘‘Let 
thy servant abide instead of the lad 
as a bondman.” 

IV. Love (v. 34). 

Love for father and brother un- 

derlies all of the courage, conviction 
and self-sacrifice of a man like Ju- 
dah. In his younger years, and 
pessibly under the influence of his 
brothers, he had failed in that re- 
spect, but now his real devotion to 
his brother was evident. 
+ That affection was a real, power- 
ful, and beautiful thing, and yet it 
is but a faint prefiguring of the af- 
fection of the One who “sticketh 
closer than a brother,” who “though 
he was rich, yet for your sakes he 
became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich’ (Proy. 18: 
24; II Cor. 8:9). 

Let us improve the opportunity to 
review our relations with our own 
family, to determine whether there 
is aught that we in intelligent and 
courageous self-sacrifice should do 
for our own,

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PEANUT MEAL CHEAPER 
AS FEED THAN TANKAGE 


AUBURN, Ala.—In view of the 
record production of peanut. meal 
expected for 1942-43 and the 
strong demand for protein feeds 
in prospect, hog producers can 
lower feed costs and increase pro- 
duction by feeding large quanti- 
ties of peanut meal, says. W. H. 
Gregory, extension livestock spe- 
cialist. 

At present, he points out, 
peanut meal fed with a mineral 
mixture, is a cheaper hog feed 
than tankage. The price of tank- 
age is expected to continue at or 
near recently established ceilings 
during the next few months and 
probably into 1943.

BLEED THROUGH 


Farm Machinery 
Is Now Under 
Rationing Orders 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16— Ra- 
tioning of new farm machinery 
and equipment will begin tomor- 
row under terms of a temporary 
order issued tonight by Secretary 
of Agriculture Claude R, Wick- 
ard, 

The order applies to sales of 
machinery and equipment in 1942 
Wickard said a permanent order 
will be issued later governing 
Sales in 194% and added that the 
curtailment program was neces- 
sitated by military requirements, 

“The amount of materials which 
will be made available for manu- 
facture of farm machinery and 
equipment in 1942° will provide 
much less machinery and equip- 
ment than will be needed,” he 
stated, 

“The temporary rationing sys- 
tem provided in regulations is 
sued today 1s designed primarily 
to control the distribution of the 
limited supply of farm machinery 
and equipment now on hand and 
to assure its greatest possible con- 
tribution toward meeting the 
goals of our food for freedom pro- 
gram,” 

He said the nation must con- 
centrate its efforts on producing 
foods that will help most to win 
the war and to distribute ma- 
chinery through a “fair system 
which will help the farmer, our 
own nation, and the whole cause 
of the United Nations by making 
the limited supply of machinery 
meet the critical needs in our war- 
time farm production program.” 

He announced that Fred S, Wal- 
lace, head of the AAA, will ad- 
minister the rationing program at 
the national level while State war 
boards operating in conjunction 
with the Agricultural Department 
will be responsible at State levels. 

The regulations provide for the 
establishment of county rationing 
committees io administer the plan 
in the counties. 

Farm machinery and equipment 
is classified into these three 
groups by the temporary plan: 

“1, Harm machines vitally es- 
sential to current agricultural 
needs and which may not be sold 
by a dealer unless the farmer has 
obtained a purchase certificate 
from his county rationing com- 
mittee, 

“2, Farm machinery and equip- 
ment not in the first group which 
may be sold upon certification by 
the farmer to his dealer that the 
equipment is essential for current 
agricultural needs, 

“3. Items such as some handy 
tools and the smaller horse-drawn 
equipment which may be sold 
without restrictions.”

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FARMERS URGED TO GROW 
THEIR OWN NITROGEN

A shortage of nitrogen fertili- 
zers in 1948 14s practically certain. 
Despite this, however’ farmers 
undoubtedly will be called upon 
to produce more of certain crops 
that need nitrogen fertilizer than 
ever before. This means that 
much of our nitrogen must come 
from some other source, The best 
source, of course, is the air and 
‘we can capture this nitrogen 
through winter legumes. 

In addition to the above, far- 
mers should plant winter legumes 
to qualify for more payment un- 
der the 1942 AAA program. Far- 
mers in Coffee County need 46,000 
acres devoted to soil conserving 
crops in order to comply 100 per 
cent with the soil conserving pro- 
visions of the program. Winter 
legumes will classify as soil con- 
serving crops. 

Farmers have a soil building 
allowance available with which to 
purchase Austrian winter peas 
and basic slag. Those who have 
not placed their orders for these 
materials should do so at once, 

Austrian winter peas should be 
planted now or as soon as possi- 
ble, but in no event later than 
November 14. The seed must be 
inoculated and the crop shoul 
be fertilized with at least 300 Ibs 
of basic slag or its equivalent. 
One sack of Austrian winter peas 
is sufficient to plant 3 acres.

For Rat Traps 


Dunbar, Camp Surgeon 
at Camp Rucker, has requested 
priorities for obtaining material 
for the manufacture of 2,880 rat 
traps to be used in Coffee and 
Geneva Counties, The request fol- 
lowed information from manu- 
facturers that they would be una- 
ble to supply the material for or- 
ders made, 

Col, Dunbar made clear to au- 
thorities that the continuance of 
rat extermination in Coffee and 
Geneva Counties, adjacent to the 
camp, was a military precaution 
and needful to safeguard the sol- 
diers against Brill's fever, 

Seven cases of the disease were 
reported in Coffee and six in Ge- 
neva Counties in July; 12 in Coffee 
and 11 in Geneva in August of the 
prresent year. Figures from the 
Department of Health show that 
following eradication campaign in 
1941, only 22 cases were reported 
for the entire year, 

In the five years preceding the

war on rats, deaths resulting 
from the infested rats carrying 


disease, averaged cne for every 
five months in these counties, The 
efficiency of rat eradication is 
shown in resultant figures of no 
deaths in 20 months, 

An epidemic now 
Southeast Alabama 
Florida residents including civil- 
jans’ and soldiers, thinks Dr. G. 
L. Weidner, Coffee County health 
officer, who is energetic in launch- 
ing a second rat poisoning and 
trapping campaign now while 
barns are empty. 

Approximately 2,000 rat traps 
left over from the last drive are 
in the hands of farmers who are 
being urged to use and pass them 
to their neighbors, 

A small amount of poison is on 
hand and will be made available 
at and near places where a case 
of Brill’s occurs and infested ro- 
dents are known to be present. 

Older students will be drilled in 
rat extermination when schomas 
open and new traps will be dis- 
tributed as soon as received.

Young Fortner, about 22, was 
a graduate of Dothan High School 
and reared here while his parents 
resided in Dothan, He attended 
Auburn and was instructor for the 
college at the Aukurn airport 
about a year before joining the 
Mastern Air Lines.
